DEAFWATCH 

A formal petition was filed Mon- 
day with the Federal Communications 
Commission by three George Washington 
University law students and their 
local counsel, Glenn A. Goldberg, 
to require that all televised emer- 
gency bulletins be broadcast in 
visual, as well as aural, form for 
hearing impaired viewers. The 
petition was announced at a press 
conference held Monday at the 
George Washington University Law 
Center. 

The three students are chairper- 
sons of DEAFWATCH (Demanding Equal 
Access to Facts and Warnings Aired 
on Television for Citizens Who Are 
Hearing Impaired), a legal action 
organization concerned with the 
problems of the deaf community. 

Appearing at the press conference 
and joining DEAFWATCH as co- 
petitioners were representatives 
of the NAD and DEAF-PRIDE.
